Our  local  forest  fire  organization  will  be  able  to  con- 
tinue its  splendid  record  during  the  coming  year,  our  town 
will  be  spared  costly  fire  losses  and  suppression  ex- 
penditures. 

We  were  fortunate  last  year  because  you  were  careful, 
complied  so  willingly  with  forest  fire  regulations  and  con- 
sulted with  our  local  warden  before  undertaking  any 
burning  on  your  property. 

This  cooperative  spirit  is  more  essential  this  year  be- 
cause, as  you  well  know,  conditions  in  the  blowdown  sec- 
tions will  be  much  more  critical  than  last  year.  Material 
will  be  more  highly  inflammable  and  fire  occurring  in 
these  areas  will  be  more  difficult  to  control. 

For  everyone's  guidance  the  following  suggestions  are 
made : 

1.  DON'T  burn  brush  or  other  debris  in  or  near  wood- 
lands, or  where  fire  may  be  communicated  to  such 
land,  once  the  snow  has  left  the  ground,  without  first 
securing  written  permission  from  the  forest  fire 
warden. 

Violation  of  this  requirement  makes  the  responsible 
party  liable  to — 

a.  A  fine  not  to  exceed  $500.00  or  imprisonment  of 
not  more  than  one  year  or  both. 

b.  The  town  for  expenses  incurred  by  the  warden 
in  attending  or  extinguishing  such  fire. 

c.  Damages  to   abutting  owners  if  fire  runs  upon 
abutters'  property. 

2.  DON'T  drop  or  throw  from  any  vehicle  while  same 
is  upon  a  public  highway  or  private  way,  and 
DON'T  drop,  throw  or  otherwise  deposit  on  or  near 
woodlands  any  lighted  match,  cigar,  cigarette,  live 
ashes  or  any  other  substance  liable  to  cause  a  fire. 
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Violation   of   these   prohibitions   penalizes   whoever  is 
found  guilty  with  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $25.00. 

3.    DON'T  fail  to  promptly  notify  your  local  warden  of 
any  fires  you  see. 

Because  some  New  Hampshire  citizens  refused  or  failed 
to  comply  with  necessary'  regulations  in  1939,  they  were 
obliged  to  pay  the  costs  of  fire  suppression  and  in  some 
instances  appear  in  court. 

A  little  team  work  will  be  most  beneficial  to  all  of  us 
and  save  you  and  your  town  much  trouble  and  expense. 
Good  citizenship  dictates  it.     Good  judgment  demands  it.

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bow : 

The  close  of  last  school  year  brought  with  it  some 
changes  in  the  teaching  force.  Annie  Stevens  who  has 
taught  for  a  number  of  years  in  Bow  and  last  year  at  the 
River  Road  School  resigned.  Our  word  of  appreciation 
for  the  years  of  conscientious  effort.  At  the  Mills  School 
Myrtle  Cedar,  who  had  taught  the  primary  grades  for 
one  year  resigned. 

To  provide  for  the  vacancies  Rachel  Kendrick,  of  Weare, 
graduate  of  Keene  Teachers  College  and  with  teaching 
experience  was  elected  for  the  primary  room  of  grades 
one,  two  and  three.  The  River  Road  i)osition  has  been 
filled  by  Louise  Pihl  of  Weare,  a  graduate  of  the  Lowell 
Normal  School  at  Lowell,  Massachusetts.

Presumably  the  nine  seniors  will  graduate  in  June. 
Three  others  are  no  longer  on  the  tuition  list.     This  will 
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take  ont  twelve  of  the  present  number.  Those  entering 
high  school  next  September  as  freshmen  should  not  ex- 
ceed those  coming  out.  The  total  number  may  be  ten 
this  year.  There  can  be  no  certainty  as  families  may  come 
in  with  high  school  pupils.
